Undeniably, the practice of the 


printer's art has IN link with a 
lo\e for (he human story.

It's un- 
adulterated, pure and living. 
Printers, like Fied, become fas- 


cinated with the knowledge that 
their fmgpts and their know-how 
aie oftentimes the only medium 
th tough which a waiting reader- 
ship gains knowledge of an histori- 
cal event, whether large or insig- 
nificant.

Pact With Mayor Slothower 
« 


Everything's Okay Now, Says 
Delegation From Everglades 


Dixon's Mayor William Slothower was on hand Friday afternoon to 


make peace and friendship with a group of Seminole Indians from the 
depths of the Florida Everglades. 


Six Seminoles came to peace terms with Mayor Slothower on be- 


half of Dixon in the lobby of the Dixon theater when he welcomed the 
colorful group to the city. 


The Indians represented a na- 


tion whose forefathers gave the 
United States its only defeat in 
war. 


Heading 
the 
Seminoles 
was 


Chief Curtis Osceola. 23, the great 
great grandson of the historically 
famed Chief Osceola of the 1830's. 
the greatest American Indian mili- 
tary strategist of all time. In seven 
years' warfare with Union troops, 
supplemented by 11 United States 
warships, he defeated the U. S. 
Army in every battle. 


Costly to U. S. 


The war with the Seminoles not 


only cost the United States $40,- 
000.000. but it also nearly bank- 
rupted the U. S. treasury. That is 
why Gen. Andrew Jackson called 
off the fighting, and sent a sub- 
ordinate officer 
into the Ever- 


glades 
to 
negotiate 
a 
peace 


treaty. 


Chief Osceola came out under 


a white flag of truce. The peace 
terms, however, were changed by 
the officer and were so harsh that 
Chief Osceola rejected them. In- 
stead of being given safe-conduct 
back to his lines, he was thrown 
in prison where he died 90 days 
later of humiliation and self-star- 
vation. 


The Union troops did not pur- 


sue the warfare, and the Seminoles 
went deeper into the Everglades. 


They had been attacked by the 


troops in an effort to wipe them 
out. Prior to the war. the Semi- 
noles had never been war-like and 
had never had a war or skirmish 
with other Indian tribes. Nor did 
they following the, war. Techni- 
cally, they are still at war with 
the United States.

ing Seminole, 
Sam 
Huff, 100 


years old. When he was a child, 
the land upon which the city. 
Miami now is situated was the 
camping grounds of his parents.

The Seminoles are on their first 


tour of the United States under 
the auspices of Universal-Interna- 
tional Pictures, in connection with 
the Technicolor film, "Seminole." 
which is now being shown at the 
Dixon theater. 


Mayor Slothower officially wel 


corned the Seminoles on the Dixon 
theater stage at the afternoon per- 
formance, and repeated it at the 
evening stage show at which the 
Seminoles gave thei>- sacred chant 
of peace and friendship for the 
City of Dixon.

FBI Chief Assails Red Profs 


Testimony 
Of Hoover 
Is Unveiled 


Differs With Taft; 
Claims Communist 
Teachers Dangerous 


WASHINGTON — UP) — 


A difference of opinion be- 
tween S e n a t e Republican 
Leader Taft and FBI Director 
J. Edgar Hoover as to when 
Communist teachers should 
be removed 
from 
faculties 


came to light today. 


Hoover made no reference to Taft 


in 
testimony 
released 
by 
the 


House appropriations 
subcommit- 


tee considering the FBI budget. 
But in the testimony, parts of 
which were deleted from the print- 
ed record, Hoover said: 


"While we must jealously pro- 


tect our academic freedom, there 
is no room in America for Commu- 
nists or Communist sympathizers 
in our educational system." 


Taft'n Views 


Taft has said, in discussing Reds- 


in-education probes, he would not 
favor firing a college professor for 
being a Communist "unless I was 
certain that he was teaching Com- 
munism and having some effect 
on the development of the thought 
of the students." 


The Ohio senator voiced his 


view, he said, "as a member of 
tht Board of Trustees of a univers- 
ity" -(Yale), in a Feb. 21 speech 
before the National Canners Asso- 
ciation at Chicago. 


The House un-American activi- 


ties committee, headed by Rep. 
Velde (R-I11), was much in the 
news about then as it launched Us 
search for subversives in educa- 
tion. 


Hoover 
expressed 
his opinion 


Feb. 25 at a closed session of the 
House subcommittee, which re- 
leased his testimony today. 


On the subject of Communists in 


education, Hoover had this to say: 


Threat Not Recognized 


"The Communist threat to our 


educational structure is not yet 
recognized fully in some quarters. 
Individuals and groups, some lib- 
eral but frankly non-Communist in 
their outlook, other taken in by 
the 
Communist 
line, 
and 
still 


others working for the Communist 
cause, 
continue 
to defend the 


"right" 
of Communists to 
hold 


teaching positions unless and until 
they demonstrate a disloyalty to 
our country . . .'* 


Communists and som* of their 


"ill - guided apologists," Hoover 
said, 
"denounce 
any 
inquiries 


made to determine whether any 
of their members are on the facul- 
ties of our schools and universities. 


"They claim this is a denial of 


academic freedom." he added. 


We must realize, however, that at 


the same time the minds of the 
students are being molded for 
service HS future citizens of this 
republic."

meeting which could pave the way for a truce in Korea. 


ISTANBUL, Turkey — 


— The Turkish 
submarine 


Dumlupinar, formerly the U. 
S. Bumper, sank in the Dard- 
anelles early today after a 
collision with a Swedish Mer- 
chant ship. The Turkish gen- 
eral staff announced that 89 
men were trapped in her. 


A staff communique said 34 offi- 


cers and men wer« believed caught 
in the smashed and flooded bow 
section, but that "wireless" com- 
munication had established that 40 
were still safe in the waterproof 
stern. 


Five Killed 


Military officials at Izmir said 


five more crewmen were on deck 
at the time of the collision and all 
were killed. 


The submarine, a 1,526-ton craft 


transferred to the Turkish navy 
in 1944 under a U.S. military aid 
agreement, collided with the Swed- 
ish ship Naboland, 4.000 tons, at a 
point about three miles north ot 
Canakkale, a port near the south- 
ern end of historic Dardanelles 
Strait, and went down in 132- feet 
of water. Canakkale is near th« 
scene 
of the recent disastrous 


earthquakes in Western Turkey. 


The' Dumlupinar was equipped 


with a snorkel underwater breath- 
ing device, but presumably th« 
depth prevented its use.- 


Hear From Survivors 


The Istanbul newspaper Hergun 


quoted rescuers who reached th« 
scene as saying th* survivors in 
the stern had wirelessed, "we all 
are safe in the submarine. Rescue 
us. We have air to last only a few 
hours." 


Rescue teams and equipment 


were rushed from Golcuk, a naval 
base, and were expected to reach 
the scene in a few hours. U. S. 
naval informants at Istanbul said 
some American submarines were 
only about 100 miles away and 
would be rushed to the scene. 


The submarine ^Yent down im- 


mediately. The captain of the Na« 
boland gave the first report of th« 
accident, saying he had put out 
small boats but found nothing. His 
first impression was that he had 
collided with a small fishing boat.

Even 
a slight look is serious because it 
usually indicates that the entire 
ioof is on the point of wearing 
out. 


Patching a worn roof is rarely 


recommended. The normal pro- 
ccduic is to rcrpof while the old 
material is sufficiently sound to 
be tctamcd as a base for new 
icofing. Asphalt shingles can be 
nailed directly on top of most old 
materials for economical applica- 
tion. 


Remove All Wax 


Befoie rcfinishmg a floor, re- 


move every tiace of wax with tur- 
pentine, naphtha or benzine. No 
electrical appliances should be op- 
eiated neai the aiea wheie any 
of these agents aie used and there 
should 
be adequate ventilation. 


Self-polishmg-lype wax can be re- 
moved with soap and vciy hot 
water. Test small area to be sure 
all wax is removed before doing 
refimshing.

Roman Emperor Really Started 


Gay, Easter Parades 


Getting ready for Easter? 
Most of us are. Mothei 


Nature is bursting into bloom, as if to dp her part. And you 
can double your fun tomorrow by learning why xve celebrate 
Easter as we do—and when we do! 


Almost everyone knows by now, for example that Sunday 


will be a gayer, more colorful and sentimental occasion than 
the secret Easter services held by early Christians. For they 
xvorshipped in the catacombs of Rome to escape persecution 


It wasn't, in fact, until the reign of Roman Emperor 


Constantine I (307-337 A. D.) that Easter even began to 
resemble the delightful Spring holiday of modern times. 
* • • • 


Though baptized only on his deathbed, it was Constantine 


xvho issued the "Edict of Milan" in 313, tolerating Chritianity 
throughout the Roman Empire. Legends say he was divinely 
inspired by seeing a flaming cross in the sky, with the motto 
"By this conquer!" 


Later, in 325, Constantine conx'ened the Council' of 


Nicea. At that meeting Easter was declared to be the 
Sunday after the first full moon of Spring. 
As a result 


Easter Sunday may fall anyxvhere betxveen March 22 and 
April 25. 


Constantine also commanded his entire court to wear 


their most elegant robes at Eastertime. 
Unlike so many 


imperial edicts, this one xvas extremely popular, and it intro- 
duced one of our best loved Easter customs—the annual 
Easter Parade.

After the legal roadblocks xvere removed, Christianity 


spread rapidly and Easter became its chief festival. How- 
ever, the exuberant atmosphere of Spring, and a steady 
groxvth of symbolic customs all mingled to make Easter 
a time of universal gaiety.

During the Middle Ages, Mardi Gras carnivals began 


ushering in the Easter season with pomp and pageantry. A 
dramatic climax to Easter Sunday xvas provided by Passion 
Plays that recreated Biblical ex'ents related to the Resurrec- 
tion. Both these mediex'al ceremonies are still held in many 
countries. 
But there are other strictly regional Easter 


customs and some that have changed with the years. 


Easter candles are blessed xvith special prayers in Italy, 


then used to light festive bonfires before churches and later 
to rekindle household fires—as a blessing on those within. 
Dutch children for centuries have paraded about the streets 
on Easter Eve xvith lighted Chinese lanterns bobbing on 
sticks.

Easter gifts apparently began in 15th century England. 


For on Easter Sunday, young men were expected to give 
their swethearts a pair of gloves: noblemen rewarded their 
servants with an extra shilling or two; and village barbers 
gave free shaves in churchyards. 


Sunrise Services originated in Northern Europe, when 


pagan sun-worshippers assembled before dawn on hilltops 
to celebrate the beginning of Spring on March 21. This 
ceremony was partly a tribute to Eostre. Anglo-Saxon 
goddess of Spring, after whom Easter is named. 


Easter eggs xvere actually sent as Easter cards are today 


until about 100 years ago. The egg xvas a symbol of the 
Resurrection for early Christians. 
But as Easter became 


gayer in spirit colored eggs with "Happy Easter" wishes 
inscribed on them xvere exchanged betxveen friends and 
relatives ex'erywhere.

The first Easter cards simply reversed this ancient 


tradition. 
Published in Germany about 1850, they were 


shaped and colored like real Easter eggs. Gradually. Holy 
Land scenes and gay Spring flowers appeared in the designs 
Then came the familiar chick, bunnies and ducks to delight 
children.

A Traveler's Diary 


On the Mediterranean 
Going to Sicily 
March 20, 1903 


We came on board last evening 


after a day and a half in Venice 
which, of course, was much too 
short. The first day we had a tour 
of some of the points of interest. 


The Dazis" palace is one of the 


most beautiful buildings in the 
world and I am sure you all got 
a thrill of joy at seeing it. Also, 
the famous paintings it contains, 
Titian and Tintoretto being so gen- 
erously represented. 


It was interesting to watch the 


glass makers in their big factories. 
The art is passed on from father 
to son and one sees- young boys 
handling the red hot irons and 
growing into manhood in the same 
profession. 


Yesterday was a holiday, St. 


Joseph's day. The chamber of 
commerce promoted the shops to 
be open m the morning for the 
mutual benefit of the cruise mem- 
bers and the merchants. Here one 
can buy beautiful lace, glass and 
jewels. It is no small thing for the 
merchants that a cruise ship conies 
in as they carry from 600 to 1,500 
people, many of whom are poten- 
tial buyers. 


We had a ride in a gondola drift- 


ing along so silently under bridges 
and past famous homes. Browning, 
Wagner, Marco Polo and Byron 
had 
been- residents 
here. 
We 


couldn't get into the Golden House 
because of the holiday. 


I wish you could have seen the 


people in the streets. There were 
thousands packed so close that we 
merely strolled as we went back to 
our ship. 


There are other galleries with 


famous paintings but I couldn't 
manage to see them. But I do so 
enjoy the beautiful plaza, the sun- 
shine and the pigeons. We had 
unch in the open in the sun and at 
5 o'clock came back to sail at six. 


I want to tell you about our stop 


at Dubrovnik. This is a city in 
Yugoslavia on the Dalmation coast, 
he beautiful Adriatic Sea. It used 
o be called Ragusa. It is an an- 
•ient walled city, 1,000 years old. 
The main thoroughfare, the "Plae- 
a," is a splendid wide stone- 
lagged street. The buildings on 
either side are of stone and all one 
icighth, making a splendid' uni- 


formed appearance. The city lie« 
on the hillsides and many and de- 
vious are the stone steps leading 
to the homes which are actually 
on these hillsides. 


In fact it seems to me that all of 


this part of Europe is incased in 
stone. However, our guide told us 
in Venice that everything is brick 
plastered over. The whole of Du- 
brovnik is a picture card town, the 
red tiled roofs and the lovely blue 
sea completing the picture. 


The entire town turned out to 


meet us, with an address of wel- 
come by the mayor. There was 
native dancing in the hotel. The 
Oslofjord crew has members who 
do folk dancing. They danced in 
the street for the people. 


Later, our two professional exhi- 


bition dancers, a man and his wife 
who were formerly at the Waldorf 
hotel, gave a beautiful perform- 
ance in the hotel. How the local 
people enjoyed it and it was cer- 
tainly worthy. 


One question we were asked to 


omit was "How do you like Tito?" 
We have very interesting talks on 
board each day by staff members. 
Col. 
Kirk is the course director 


and he tells us of the approaching 
port and what to expect. In ap- 
proaching Yugoslavia communism 
was a mutual subject. 


The people in Dubrovnik are 


very proud and won't accept any 
gifts. Last year some one gave a 
girl a quarter. She was arrested 
for keeping it. This was refreshing 
for we are constantly annoyed by 
beggars. Little children who are 
no more than three or four stand 
by the road and hold out littlo 
hands. 


Our guides in Dubrovnik were 


teachers and other local residents 
who offered their services. My 
guide was a teacher of French and 
also is employed in compiling and 
cataloging ancient archives of tha 
country. 


Besides our lecture by Col. Kirk 


we have.a Mr. Garth who is a 
delightful lecturer on history and 
we hear him often. 


There has just been an an- 


nouncement of the day's entertain- 
ment on board. A lecture on Sicily 
this morning, a bridge and canasta 
game this afternoon and a spelling 
bee tonight.

No cooking directions with the cured ham you bought? Then ask 


the butcher about cooking it. Most likely it's a tenderized ham instead 
of a long cuied one. Even so. some tenderized hams are cooked, while 
others are not, so it's better to know just what kind you have. 


A tenderized ham is the product of a reduced 


salt treatment and a shorter curing lime. This 
combination gives a tender, mild flavored ham but 
one which calls for refrigeration. 
A storage tem- 


perature of 50° F. or lower is recommended. 


'' «^^- ««• 
Tenderized hams which have been only par- 


tially cooked by the packer must be well cooked by 
the housewife before serving. This type must not 
be confused with the ready-to-eat kind which has 
been completely cooked by the packer. 


Oven temperature of 300 to 350" F. are recom-

mended for roasting tenderized ham. Medium sized 


ones will require approximately 25 to CO minutes per pound at these 
temperatures. If you use a meat thermometer, the internal tempera- 
ture of the ham should register 160 to 170* F. 


Rcady-to-eat tenderized ham may be served "as is" or heated in 


a slow oven until they are warm for serving. Place the ham. fat side 
up, on a rack in an open roasting pan. just like you would cook-before- 
eating ham.

glaze the ham with a mixture of 
one cup of brown sugar, one-half 
teaspoon dned mustard, and one- 
half cup of mild vinegar. Or else 
drizzle honey over the ham, then 
sift with a coating of brown sugar. 
In either instance, return the ham 
to the oven for the last 15 to 20 
minutes of baking. 


Why Not Try Lamb for Easter? 
Lamb Is a tender meat and is 


cooked with dry heat which means 
either broiling or roasting. You 
will always find lamb has its best 
flavor when broiled rather 
than 


fried. 


Leg of lamb is one of the Easter 


meals in many homes. 
A leg of 


lamb will serve about three people 
per pound. 


Legs of lamb are sold in two 


ways—American and French style. 
In American, the bone (tibia) at 
the small end of the leg is re- 
moved at the stifle joint and the 
meat from it is tucked into the 
thick portion 
of the cut. This 


makes a short, compact roast and 
is quite desirable when a roasting 
pan is small. 


For the French style, the meat 


is trimmed from the end of the 
tibia and a paper frill is placed 
over the hone before the roast is 
taken to the table. This style re- 
quires a long roasting pan. 


For best results when roasting 


leg of lamb use a meat thermom- 
eter. 
Wipe the meat thoroughly 


with a clean, damp cloth. Leave 
the fell (paper-like covering) on 
the meat. This fell aids the leg 
to cook in less lime and helps 
meat to hold its shape better and 
to remain juicier. 


Season with salt 
and pepper. 


You might like to try garlic. If 
you use it. make several incisions 
on each side of meat and insert a 
thin slice of garlic in each incision.

No Scalps 


The Scminolcs were the only 


American 
Indians 
who 
never, 


scalped their enemies, and were j 
never known to have tortured a 
prisoner. 


In 1918. the U. S. Army at- 


tempted to draft Semmoles into 
World War 1, but failed when it 
was learned the Seminoles were a 
nation within a nation, with their 
own government and laws. 


In 1924, in an attempt to rem- 


edy the problem, Congress en- 
acted a law which made all Semi- 
noles citizens. There arc only 583 
Scminolcs left. 
In 1938. Washing- 


ton officials iigam attempted to 
negotiate a treaty with -the Semi- 
noles but after weeks of confer- 
ences, the meetings were ended 
when an elderly Scmmolc arose 
and said '•much talk, lotta bull— 
let's go home." They did. and no 
attempt has been made since to 
negotiate with them. 


No Subsidies 


They are the only American In- 


dians who do not receive any sub- 
sidy from federal or state funds, 
and not one penny of the tax dol- 
lar goes to them. 
They are the 


only Indians who are self-support- 
ing and self-sustaining. They have 
no schools or lands. 
They make 


a ptospcrous living out of the 
.Everglades 
by 
fishing, 
hunting 


and tourist trade and entertain- 
ment. 


Since the tour started 17 days 


ago, they have made peace and 
friendship treaties with 31 cities, 
and the State of Mississippi was 
the first and only state to do so. 
They will return to the Everglades 
late this month. From Dixon, they 
went to Freeport Saturday where 
city officials greeted them at the 
city limits and pave them an of- 
ficial police escort with a parade 
through the city.

Fred Ball, Retiring Printer, Recalls 
Working for Peanuts Was No Joke 


Kred E. Ball, of 1005 Highland 


av., Dixon. a Dixon Evening Tele- 
graph printer for 35 years, 
and 


who has devoted 5.J yea is to the 
printing trade, retired today. 


Ball, who began his career at 14 


on a small weekly newspaper in 
Stuttgart. Ark., primarily has been 
a linotypist, but he served news- 
papers in capacities ranging from 
an apprentice to composing room 
foreman. 


A native Jowan, Ball was the son 


of a physician and began learning 
to set type at the age of 10. After 
the death of his father his family 
moved 
to 
Arkansas 
where he 


worked for several newspapers. 


He chuckles as lie recalls the 


time when he literally "worked for 
peanuts." 
While a youthful 
ap- 


prentice on the Stuttgart paper. 
Ball explains, the cash reserves of 
the paper were depleted, and his 
employer gave him in lieu of pay, 
six and one-half bushels of green 
peanuts. 


"I got rid of them, though," Ball 


said. "I sold them to a local bak- 
ery for five cents a half-pock." 


Ball's type-setting career, as 


noted in those of many printers, 
covered 
many 
newspapers. 
He 


worked in Indiana, 
Illinois 
and 


Arkansas, covering a wide range 
of newspapers and periodicals. 


He once was president 
of the 


Duroc Printing and Publishing Co., 
Pcoria. a firm that printed the 
Duroc registry, a pedigree record 
for hog raisers. A fire destroyed 
the printing plant. 


Later, in Canton. III., he set the 


first type for the first issue of the 
Canton Daily Ledger when it be- 
came a daily in 1912.
